“* Greatis the Mystery of Godliness.” 1 Tim. iii. 16. 


I congratulate Amicus and the public on the 
frankness and boldness of his last comimunica- 
tion, There is a meanness in the concealment 
of our religious sentiments which every Christian 
should disdain. In his distinct avowal of his 
heresy, (so far as candor is concerned,) he has 
done well. 1 hope he will proceed, and nat only 
tell us what your sentiments are not, but what 
they are. As he seems in every essay to be trem- 
blingly afraid of fire and faggot from a “ cruel, 
mercenary and bloodthirsty priesthood,” I would 
gently remind him that the days of blood and fire 
are now out of date, and that all the “ persecu- 
tion” he or your Society may expect at this time, 
is simply to be thrust thro a few times with “the 
sword of the Spirit, which is the word of God,” 
—a weapon which however it may kill heretics, 
never yet injured a Christian. 

His quotation from the Apostle Paul, Acts 
xxiv. 14. wotld have been very much in point, 
liad he not mistaken the most important part, 
the application. This Apostle, for preaching the 
Resurrection of the dead, and the Divinity and 
Atonement of Jesus Christ, was arraigned by 
certain men who denied all these things, who trust- 
ed to their own righteousness tor salvation, and pre- 
ferred an unwritten to a written law as their rule in 
religion. By only changing sides, therefore, the 
quotation has great force. 

‘That we may have no doubt of his rejection of 
the Trinity, he speaks of the “‘ absurd and unscrip- 
tural doctrines of the Athanasian Creed.” He 
calls it an “incomprehensilde doctrine,” an ‘* im- 
possibility,” a ** contradictory proposition,” a 
**blasphemous opinion,” and says that Howgill, 
Pennington, Story, Penn and many otners, have 
eaplicittly declared au~ abhut ence of he doctrine 
which supposes the distinct extstence of three persons 
in one God! And again, speaking of Lardner, 
Lindsey, Clarke, Price, Firman and others who 
denied the real Divinity and Atonement of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, he says, “‘ we cannot believe 
they are consigned to perdition for not believing 
what in truth xo man can believe who retains the 
use of his rational faculties, unless it be possible 
to believe contradictory propositions.” 

A very fine compliment this to Trinitarians!— 
that we have not the “use of our rational facul- 
ties,” or that we do “ not believe” what we pro- 
tess to believe, and that the doctrine of a Trinity 
in Unity is a“ contradictory proposition !!” But 
tho Amicus is thus explicit in his statements, 
that your other standard writers have fully ex- 
plained your sentiments on this subject, 1 shall 
take the liberty to doubt, until Amicus proves it 
by quotations, I do still therefore prefer the 
charge of a “suspicious silence” and disingenu- 
ous concealment 

I will now notice some of his objections, “The 
‘Trinitarians” says he, “ are so split in pieces and 
so widely divided on this incomprehensible doc- 
trine, that it is hard to tell what is the commonly 
received doctrine.” This, 1 presume, will be new 
to most people ; I confess it issotome. And 
after looking over the phrases used by Waterland, 
Howe, Owen, Pearson and Bull, as stated by my 
opponent, it will puzzle common readers to dis- 
cover much diversity of sentiment. They all 
held to the existence of three co-equal, co-eternal 
und co-essential persons in the Godhead If in their 
more private explanations, some preferred the 
word * Spirits,” others ** Agents,” others “ Hy- 
postases,” the difference is of no moment. All 
these were as far from the doctrines of Lardner, 
Clarke, Lindsey, Price, Wakefield, Kippis, Fir- 
man, Barclay and others of your * excellent” 
Arians and Socinians, as Christianity is from 
heresy, or worshipping the Creator is from wor- 
shipping the creature. 

Arians will admit that the Father, Son and 
Spirit are three distinct persons, but they deny 
the equality of the Three. The Sadellians acknowl- 
edge the equality and eternity of the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost, but they deny that these are 
Three Divine Persons, and hold that these are 
mere Names, or Attributes, or Offices of the One 
Person of the Godhead. Macedonians deny that 
the Spirit is a person at all, or any thing more 
than an attribute. Thomas Burnet’s system of 
‘one self existent and two dependent beings,” tho 
you speak of it as * orthodox,” is not Trinitari- 
anism, but anabomination. Now to all these no- 
tions, the ** commonly received” doctrine of the 
‘Trinity is diametrically opposed. In opposition 
to Sahellians, we hold that the Father, Son and 
Spirit, are not three Attributes, but Persons ;— 

in opposition to Arians, that they arethree Divine 
Persons, co-eqgual and co-eternal,; and in opposition 
to Tritheists, that these three are co-essential or 
of one substance. 

What authority Amicus had for placing Vew- 
ton and Locke ou the Unitarian list, I know not. 
This much is certain, if they were not Trinitari- 
ans, they were arrant hypocrites, for they were 
members of the Episcopal church, and habitually 


used a Trinitarian liturgy !

; 
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And now, as you have explicitly denied the 
doctrine of the Trinity, it is proper I should ad- 
duce the arguments in its favour. But, 1. Let me 
observe it is an infinitely important eubject. Upon it 
the whole Christian system hangs, ‘The Divinity, 
the Atonement, the Intercession, with the whole 
character and work of Christ,—the Divinity and 
work of the Huly Spirit, the Inspiration of the 
Scriptures, and all our hopes of salvation live or 
die with the doctrine of the Trinity. The deci- 
sion of this question will determine whether you 
or we are Idolaters. 

2. We acknowledge it is a Mystery, the great- 
est of all mysteries. And when you have proved 
this you have proved nothing until you have proved 
that nothing mysterious is to be believed. 

S. We rely tor proof solely on Revelation, using 
Reason no farther than to determine the, authen- 
ticity and the grammatical and logical sense of 
that revelation. 4. We shall not attempt to 
prove the Unity of God, but take that for granted, 
as no Trinitarian ever intended to deny it. 

5. We shall not attempt to prove that the word 
* Person” when applied to the Deity, means pre- 
cisely the same thing as when applied to men; 
but simply that ne other word will do so wel! to ex- 
press the distinction between the Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost. 

These things being premised, I proceed to 
show, first, that God is a P/ural Beme ; secondly, 
that he isa Triune Being ; and thirdly that the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost are properly consid- 
ered and styled three divine “ Persons.” 

First, God is a Piura! Being. Uf 1 understand 
you, you are not particularly opposed to the num- 
ber three, more than to two, or any other number. 
But you hold to Wuity in oppositiun to all plurality 
in the Godhead. If therefore you are compelled 
to admit a plurality, you will have no objection 
tu admit a Trinity of Persons. 

Now 1. If God be not a J’lural Being, how do 
you account for it that he has a plural Name? Phe 
most common name of the Deity in the Oid Tes- 
tament (in Hebrew) is 2leim, or, Elohim, a plural 
noun! How do you account for this? And if 
this Plurality is not also consistent with unity, 
how do you account tor it that this p/ural noun 1s 
ofien nominative to asingular verb? Thus “God 
created” ( Dii creavit,) ** God said,” “God called,” 
“ God made” “ God blessed” phrases which oc- 
cur 29 times in the very first chapter of the Bible, 
exhibit the mysterious anomaly of a plura/ nomi- 





native to-a singular verb! Does it not denote that 
te .2ei? is plural but the ection one ? 

But you will perhaps say, “ the name is not 
plural, itis the idiom of the language.” How 
then do you account for it that this same name is 
sometimes nominative to a plural verb & cunnect- 
ed with plural adjectives? Thus Gen, xx. 15, “It 
came to pass when God caused me to wander trom 
my father’s house, &c.” (Deus me errare fucerent) 
Here the verb ‘‘ caused” is in the f/ural number 
agreeing with its plural nominative. Josh, xxiv. 19. 
* He is an holy God” (ipse Deus sancti.) Here the 
adjective “holy” is piural agreeing with its sub- 
stantive “God.” How can you account for this / 
2. Why has he plural Zit/es, and plural Aetri- 
butes 2? As in Job xxxv. 16. “ Where is God my 
Maker ?” literally ‘* Makers.” Eccle. xii. 1. 
“Remember thy Creator,” literally “ Creators.” 
(v. Scott or any other commentator.) Dan.iv. 17. 
** This matter is by the decree of the archers, 
and the demand by the word of the Holy Ones 
&c.” Any one who will consult the chapter will 
see that these are titles of the “ Most High God.” 
But how can he be called the “ Watchers” and 
the “ Holy Ones,” unless he be a plural Being? 
Isa. liv. 5, For thy Maker is thy Husband, &c ” 
Here, both Maker and Husband are in the plttra/ 
number. This can never be explained on your 
principles ; but is easily solved on the supposition 
that tho plural as to Persons, God is but one in 
essence, 

S. I1fGod be not a Plural Being, why does he 
speak ofhimselfin the plural number 2? Gen. i. 26. 
‘** And God said, let vs make man, in ovr image, 
and after ove likeness. So God Created man in 
hisown image, &c” Now why should God speak 
of himself in the plural number, unless he be in- 
deed a plural being ’—Again, Gen. iii. 5. Saian 
tells our first parents * Ye shall be as Gods (lite- 
rally as God) knowing good and evil.” Afver the 
fall, the Lord says, “ Behold the man has become 
as one of cs, knowing good and evil.” (22 )— 
Again, Gen. xi.7- “The Lord said, let us go 
down and there confound their language, &c.”— 
Again, Isa. vi. 8. “ And I heard the voice of the 
Lord saying, whom shall I send, and who will go 
for us ?? Can you assign as good a reason as a 
Trinitarian for his speakng of himself in the plu- 
ral number ? 

4, If there be not a plurality of Persons in the 
Godhead, why is the name Jenovau given to more 
than one ? This name, it is well known implies 


heaven upon Sodom and Gomorrah, it is said, 
* Then Jrnovan rained upon Sodom and upon 


heaven.” From this text and many others of a 
similar kind, it is evident to me either that there 
is a plurality of Persons in the Godhead, or a 
plurality of Gods. The latter supposition is an

feeling, Pather than upon the words of God : 
these different churches have then been more or 
less carried away of the flood of errors which the 
dragon cast out of his mouth, substituting their 
own thoughts or their opinions on the words of 
God, for his thoughts on the divine words them- 
selves—~aiud the ways of their own prudence and 
wisdom, ‘ur the ways of God’s wisdom—and their 
own works or the works of their choice, for the 
very work which God required of us as Lemg 
that which he bas chosen, .ihough Jesus Clirist 
had declared unto all, ** tue work of God is that 
ye believe in bum whom he bath sent;” and the 
Lord God had often protested, ** my thoughts are 
not your thoughts, neither your ways are my 
ways—a«s the heavens are higher than the earth, 
So &c.” and therefore, ‘* | will confound the pru- 
dence of the prudent and the wiscom of the wise,” 
and as | confounded their language, when the 
proud said, *¢ let us build a tower whose top may 
reach unto héaven,” so Lhave decreed wu confound 
their own thoughts, presuming to attain to the 
intelligence of my mysteries and to the wisdom 
of my Words, and all their rash opinions thereon, 
of which the tower of Babel was then a prophetic

We have already noticed, { Vol. 5, page 
183, Recorder,) the incipient undertaking 
of the Quakers o1 friends to prepare the 
way for the introduction of the Scriptures 
among this African race, by giving an edu- 
cation to two youths from Goree and Gam- 
bia, and by reducing their native language 
to grammatical principle, so as to admit of 
translations intoit. Since that time, a fund 
has been raised and intrusied to the care of 
ihe committee, Extracts from the Re- 
port of this Committee, are givea in the 
Missionary Register for March, The 
leading facts are all.we have room for. 
The two pupils have continued their stu- 
cies with success, and their conduct has 
been such as to encourage the hope of their 
future usefulness Hannah Kilham, who 
has the care of them, has become a coa- 
siderable proficient if the language, andis 
now employed in forming elementary les- 
sons for the purpose of teaching and trans- 
lation. William Singleton has made a vi- 
sit to Africa, as an agent of the committee, 
to open a friendly intercourse with the 
chiefs of the Jaloof nation, to procure two 
more youths il possible to receive itstruc- 
ion in England, and, to collect information 
on the state of the country, the natives, and 
their languege. He returned from this 
journey in safety, though without accome 
plishing all the objects he had in view. A 
variety of information has been derived 
through his means, however, which will 
contribute to clear the way for future pro- 
ceedings. ‘The natives are anxious for in- 
struction ; and the European settlers will 
favor the plan of commemorating it.

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PASTORAL ADDRESS 
Of the Right Rev. R. C. Moore D. D. de- 
livered to the Episcopal Convention of 
the State of North Carolina, assembled 

at Raleigh, April 22, 1822. 

Brethren—It has pleased Almighty God 
to permit us again to assemble together, 
and as the council of his Chureh to unite 
our efforts in the advancement of the 
Gospel of his grace. ‘To observe the 
work of the Lord to prosper in our hands 
should excite in our minds the most fer- 
vent gratitude to Heaven, and impel us to 
greater and more vigorous exertions in his 
cause. 

It is but a few years since the work in 
which we are engaged was commenced. 
An assembly, composed of nine individ- 
uals, impressed with a desire to raise the 
Chureh of their Fathers from the ruin in 
which it was involved, nobly united in the 
attempt. With a zeal proportioned to 
the difficulties with which they had to 
struggle—a zeal whieh no obstacle eould 
arrest, they laid the foundation upon which, 
under the divine blessing, we have thus far 
raised the superstructure. If they in a 
moment so unpromising, conceived the 
hallowed design, how ought our minds to 
be encouraged with the animating pros- 
pect before us. If three clergyman and 
six of the laity, trusting in the goodness 
of the Almighty, and looking up to him 
for assistance, took hold of the ark of the 
Lord, and bore it successfully upon their 
shoulders, how much may be expected 
from the joint efforts of a Convention, con- 
sisting of eleven Miuisters of the Gospel, 
and between twenty and thirty members 
of the congregations. ‘The preseace of 

ntlemen from such distant parts of the 
diocess, forms an evidence of zeal the most 
encouraging, and may be considered as the 
loudest expression of the blessings of the fi- 
ving God uponourlabours. Our diffieulties 
are daily diminishing. ‘Ihe path before us 
hecomes more luminous.—Hight new con- 
gregations have been received into union 
with us during our presentsession. Zion is 
laying aside her weeds, and putting on her 
beantifal garments. 

In the performance of the duties of the 
ministry, permit me, my reverend breth- 
ren, to request you to insist upon the pe- 
culiar doctrines of the Gospel of Christ 
Jesus. Ordained as you have been by the 
impesition of my hands, I confide in your 
affection for a dutiful compliance with my 
pastoral advice. Let the fall of man, 
with that depravity of nature which marks 
our apostate race, enter into all your dis- 
courses. Insist at all times upon the ne- 
eessity of conversion of heart, and of the 
renewing influences of the Holy Spirit. 
Honour the sacraments of the Church as 
the medium of divine communication. 
Teach your people that without holiness 
of heart and life, no man shall see the 
Lord. Holdup the Saviour to their view, 
“as the way, and the truth, and the life” 
—as the atonement, for the sins of the 
whole world—as the only door by which a 
fallen creature ean enter into bliss. Pro 
elaim the Lord Jesus Christ, as the son of 
God—the only begotten of the father— 
the express image of his person—as God 
manifest in the flesh—God over all, bless- 
ed for evermore. 

In addition to a faithful expression of 
the truth, see that your lives are conform- 
ed to the principles you deliver. Adorn 
the Gospel of God, your Saviour, in all 
things. Be examples of holiness to the 
congregations over which you are placed. 
—Let that mind be in you which was in 
Christ Jesus. 

My Brethren of the laity, permit me to 
recommend to your best attentions the 
Pastors of your respective congregations. 
Strengthen their hands, I beseech you, in 
the discharge of their important duties.— 
Encourage them in delivering the truths 
of the everlasting Gospel. Defend them 
from the ankind attacks of unbelievers — 
Carry them in the arms of prayer to the 
throne of grace. Beseech the Almighty 
to endue tem with his Holy Spirit, and 
to sustain them in their arduous work. 

My beloved Brethren ! I bid you an af 
fectionate adieu I ask an inierest in all 
your prayers. Pray for me, that I may 
continue faithful unto death—that God 
may give me the crown of eternal life.

AMERICAN SLAVE POPULATION. 

‘* From the Abo. Int. and Miss. Magazine.” 

“ The six states, Virginia, N. Carolina, 
S. Carolina, Georgia, Tennessee, and Ken- 
tucky, taken altogether, give an increase of 
white population in the 20 years, viz. from 
1800 to 1820 of 55 percent. The sam 
States, In the same time give an increase of 
slave population of 67 per cent, 
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“ The slave population will, consequent- 
ly double in thirty years; but it willetake 
the whites nearly forty years; to do the 
same. It may be said that the excess of 
increase in the slave population is attribu- 
table to the importation of slaves from Af. 
rica. But when it is recollected that this 
importation to the United States ceased in 
1807 and that a species of internal slave 
trade has been ever since actively carried 
on, from the six states above named, to the 
states of Alabama, Mississipi, Louisiana, 
and Missouri, it must be granted, that the 
excess is under, rather than over, what ac- 
tually takes place by procreation. It should 
be recollected, also, that there is in those 
states a pretty numerous black population, 
who are free and consequently, not includ- 
ed in the foregoing-calculation. In South 
Carolina, the whole black population at pre- 
sent exceeds the whites 33,841.—In the 
state of Louisiania, the black population is 
4,973 more numerous than the white. In 
Virginia, the black population is to the 
white as 4 1-2 is to 6. In Georgia and 
Mississippi, it approaches still pearer to 
equality. 

“ Thus we see the black population 
making rapid strides in the southern sec- 
tion of the United States, toward an equal- 
ity with the whites ; and the period is not 
very far distant, when it will not only equal 
but surpass it. And when we e@ry our 
calculations a few centuries forward, the 
most appaling results obtrude themselves 
upon the imagination. 

“ The causes producing this difference 
in the increase of the slave population by 
procreation, still continuing to operate, the 
difference must also increase with a con- 
stantly accelerating motion. Presently, 
there will be found two blacks for one 
white—Nay, ten for one: and canany man 
in his sober senses, suppose that: ten men 
however loaded with whips and arms can 
keep in the most galling and abject slavery 
one hundred men vastly more robust and 
vigorous than themselves; Impossible! 
“’Eread on a worm and it willturn.” The 
fact is, they must and will see the disparity 
in physical power—They will assert their 
rights, and what will be the consequences; 
One of two things must ultimately take 
place: either the black population will be- 
come lords of the soil throughout the 
slave-holding states, or, the inhabitants of 
the free states must rescue their brethren 
out of the hands of their infuriated slaves. 
In either case, all the horrors of 2 servile 
war, rapine. devastation blood and carnage, 
must overrun and desolate this now happy 
land.” Bos. Pap. 
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Mahomedan Traditions respecting the End 
of the World. 


The Rev. Henry Grey, in moving one 
of the resolutions at the Public Annual 
Meeting of the Seotch Missionary Socie- 
ty. at which the Report was read, among 
other interesting intelligence, communicat- 
ed some peculiarly remarkable informa- 
tion.relative to the Mahomedans residing 
in Europe and the western parts of Asia, 
which he had received from a gentleman 
who had been in those quarters. ‘The 
gentleman expressed to Wr. Grey, his 
surprise at the accounts given in the me- 
moirs of the Rev. Henry Martyn, respect- 
ing the religious discussions into which 
fie was permitted to enter with the Ma- 
hommedans in Persia; no such diseussions 
being allowed in European ‘Turkey. 
There a widely circulated opinion now 

revails, founded on tradition, that the 
1ahommedan religion is to be overthrown 
by the Christian; and that the disciples 
of Islam are to be speedily driven out of 
Europe ; subsequently to be expelled from 
Asia Minor; and at last to take refuge in 
Damascus, where they are to snfier siege. 
be overthrown, and perish s—upon whieh 
the end of the world willcome. ‘The im- 
pression, produced by such reports, accord- 
ing to this gentleman, is so strong, that ma- 
ny Mahomedans in Constantinople’ will 
not bury the hodies of their friends on Eu- 
ropean ground, but convey them to the op- 
posite coast of Asia; while some of the 
more wealthy make Damascus their se- 
pulchre. ‘This coincides in no small de- 
gree with what is stated in the Report 
from Karas, and tends to shew that these 
forebodings of discomfiture are very ex- 
tensively cireulated in Mahommedan coun- 
tries. 

Nor is it unimportant to add, that seve- 
ral of the cireumstances just alluded to, 
as well as those stated in the Report, are 
considered by Mahommedans in general as 
presages of the approach of the resurrec- 
tion and final judgment. Of these events 
tbe Koran itself «.es not specifically men- 
tion any distinguishing signs, though it 








repeatedly alludes to them. ‘Tradition, 
however. abundantly makes up for this de- 
fect in their sacred book, pointing out no 
fewer than eight less, and seventeen great- 
er signs of their approach. Among these 
are. decay of faith, i. e. of attachment to 
Mahommedism :—tumults and seditions ; 
a war with the Tarks:—the sun’s rising in 
the west, which some imagine it originally 
did :—war with the Greeks, and the tak- 
ing of Constantinople hy the Jews ;—the 
coming of Antichrist, whom they call Ma- 
sih al Dajeel i e. the false or lying Christ, 
or simply ai Dajee. ;—the descent of Jesus 
on earth, who they imagine is first to ap 
pear near Damascus, when the peopie are 
returning from the capture of Constanti- 
nople ;—war with the Jews ; an eclipse of 
the moon; or aceording to what Mahom- 
med himself is reported to have said, three 
eclipses of that luminary, one of which 
will be seen in the east, and another in 
the west and the third in Arabia, &e. 
See Sare’s Koran. Prelim. Dise. 4.

the drooping head, and binding up the 
broken heart. 

1 was once congratulating a friend who 
had around him a blooming family, knit 
together in the strongest affection. “I 
can wish you no better lot,” said he with 
enthusiasm, “than te have a wife and 
ehildren.

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GRAND JURIES vs. LAWYERS. 


Georgia, Willes County, Feb. term, 1822 
The Grand Jury for said county, beg 
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leave (o submit the following Recommen- 
dations and Presentments, 

The Grand Jury have taken into their 
consideration a subjeet which they believe 
comes properly within their notice; and 
desiring to redress a serious grievance, 


pé}make this public appeal to the Court. 


They do so at this early period of the 
term, to avoid the imputation of personal 
motive. They declare their objeet to be 
the preservation of good feeling amongst 
their fellow-citizens, and further to pre- 
serve in its merited respect, the practice of 
the honourable and distinguished profes- 
sion of the law. The several members of 
this body have on frequent occasions of 
court sessions, observed with much regret, 
an unwarrantable expression of language 
by members of the bar towards contending 
clients and witnesses, and a certain per- 
plexing and irritating manner of ioterro- 
gating witnesses, with a view to embar- 
rass them, and provoke apparent contra- 
diction in their testimony. Does it fol- 
low of course, that a man of veracity can- 
not be confounded by unintelligible inter- 
rogations of practised attorneys? ‘The 
habit of commenting in acrimonious or 
sarcastick terms on evidence given before 
the court, we coneeive to be subversive of 
that order and harmony of proceeding 
that should always be observed in courts 
of justice. This conduct we think to be 
debasing to a profession we wish always 
to see practised with decorum and digni- 
ty. We do not design to impugn the mo- 
tives of the court in allowing this kind of 
proceeding; nor do we mean to charge 
motives other than those of idle faney and 
trolick to those who sport and trifle with 
the most delicate feeling of their fellow 
citizens. Precedent seems to be the gov- 
erning principle in all our courts; and 
this the most abhorrent of all preeedents, 
is quite as scrupulously observed as any 
other. General indulgence has establish. 
ed the practice among gentlemen of the 
bar of traducing and ridiculing the ehar- 
acters, persons and testimony of litigant 
parties—and what is yet more exeeptiona- 
ble, unoffending, and disinterested witness- 
es, whose attendance and testimony are re- 
quired by compulsory process, are ankind 

ly exposed to such mischievous reflections. 


court and of the members of the bar, on 
what principle of civility and justice an 
honest man can be drawn up before a 
court and its attendant auditory, and in 
this conspicuous station, by sareastical 
raillery or bold insinuation, be exposed to 
a torture not less excruciating because it 
is undescribable ? The essence of the law 
comprehends any thing else sooner than 
trifling with the charaeter and feelings of 
men. Hew ill judged is it, therefore, in 
those who profess to act and apply that 
essepee, to make the infirmities of men 
the subject of their sport! What, though 
a citizen attend this eourt in a coarse, or 
even ragged attire, if his neighbours es. 
teem him honest, shall he not be protected 
from an exposure to contempt unjustly? 
We wish not to abridge the liberty of 
speech to any citizen, but would ask, what 
connexion the mental infirmity, the na- 
tural deformity, the wealth or poverty 
of a man has with the merits of his ease ? 
And we answer, not any. Is the cause of 
an attorney anywise advanced in the esti- 
mation of a jury by the ridiculous aspect 
in which he may hold up the contending 
client? We believe not. Again, we dis- 
claim any other motive for this appeal 
than to save our fellow-citizens from un- 
generous and unjust treatment; and to 
preserve to a learned profession its beauty 
and comeliness. Now that there is a 
temporary suspension of the evil (the bu- 
siness of the court having just commenc- 
ed) we improve the opportunity of en- 
deavouring to have it entirely suppress- 


its proceedings untrammelled by ill tem- 
per. Weeonceive the remedy for this 
grievance to he with the court; and duly 
appreciating the labor and unpleasantness 
ot the duty, as well as the good intelli- 
gence of the members of the bar, hope to 
have discountenanced the unworthy prae- 
tice of which we complain. Read in 
open court, ‘Tuesday morning, 19th Feb.

EXTRACT OF A PRIVATE LETTER. 


From Mr. Gericke, Scotch Missonary a- 
mong the Jews, now in Berlin. 


: Berlin, Dee. 30, 1821. 
Dear Father in Jesus Christ.—I do not 
know whether you have heard of my first 
attempt among the Jews in Mecklenburg, 
to carry thein the glad tidings of Jesus the 
crucified. ‘Though my strength is very 
weak to fulfil the duties of a faithfnl la- 
borer in the vineyard of the Lord, yet our 
merciful l.ord and master has made use 
even of my weakness, to direct the views 
both of Jews and Christians, to the one 
thing needful, the salvation of the soul. 
The greatest ignorance is prevailing both 
among Christians and Jews, especially a- 
mong the fatter. They are so deeply in- 
volved iu carnality, that the eare for their 
immortal souls, is to them a strange idea, 
and no doubt, would continue to be so, if 
the Lord himself in some wonderful way, 
should not change their heart; and he will 
do it, and that speedily. He has already 
risen to redeem them, and willto that ef- 
feet, bless the institutions in Kngland, and 
aiso thuse which, of late, has been found- 
ed in Germany. 

When I for some time resided at Seh- 
werin, a young, learned, and respectable 
Jew paid me a visit, and told me, that from 
his ninth year he attended Christian 
schools ; and though his parents had pro- 
hibited him sharing in the Christian in 
struction, he yet had done it, and already 
asa boy had read the Greek New ‘Testa- 
ment, whereby he had come to the truth, 
that Jesus of Nazareth, is the Messiah, 
promised to the fathers, From that time 
he almost daily had held conversations 
with the Jews, to communicate to them the 
same convietion he had derived from the 
New Testament. But he had been obliged 
to give up these conversations, beeanse the 
Jews not only opposed him, but began to 
perseeute him as an heretick But though 
already as a boy he had arrived to a gen- 
eral conviction, yet it was not strong e- 
nough to secure him against the doubts of 
unbelief. But here, he added, the Lord 
had,in @ peeuliar manner, interposed in his 
behalf by providentially disposing his 
patron to make a journey to Leipzig, from 
whenee he had brought some small publi- 
cations, some Jewish tracts, published by 
your society, and through them he had 
been fully confirmed in his conviction of 
the Messiahship of Jesus. By attentively 
reading them, and referring all that is 
there said of the Messiah to the prophe- 
cies of the Old Testament: he had, by 
that means, been brought to unshaken cer- 
tainity. Besides this voung man, I on my 
journey have met with some other Jews, 








who had not, indeed, attained to the same 





degree of conviction, but yet did not ob- 
stinately oppose the word I spoke to them, 
nor refuse the offer of Tracts. I deem it 
above all essential, to convince the Jews 
by word, and Scripture, of their need of 
such a Messiah as is given to them in Je- 
sus: that is to say, that we earnestly and 
continually ve to them repentance. If 
they first have been led to feel the load of 
their sins, they will gladly receive the Gos- 

pel of a Redeemer en sin. Mach is re- 

quired of a Missionary among the Jews, as 

besides a truly believing heart, he ought to 

be well skilled in several branehes of li- 

terature, I therefore should be very thank- 

ful to God, if he would place me in a sit- 

uation to apply myself in a regular man- 
ner, to the sciences. Bos. Rec. 
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Extract of a letter from Messrs. M’Caull 
and Becker, to Sir George Rose. 


Feb. 18th we arrived here, and sinee 
the 3rd of this month our lodging has been 
almost besieged by the Jews especially 
on Saturday and Monday. Having receiy- 
ed the proper authority, wé began to dis- 
tribute books openly—we gave tracts to 
some Jews who were passing by—they 
began to read them before the window, this 
attraeted other Jews, who came in te re- 
quest some for themselves; in a few minutes 
there were about thirty Jews satisfied. 
Now the news spread amongst them like 
fire; in less than ten minutes after we bee 
gan, our room was completely filled, or 
rather crammed, the hall the same, and a 
great crowd before the house, elamourosly 
asking for tracts—we gave away about a 
huadred. The crowd then became so great 
that, in self defence, we were obliged to 
stop. On Monday it would have been the 
same, had not the goverment kindly sent 
usa Gendarme, throagh whose aid we 
were enabled to keep up order, letting 


come a few ouly in our room at once. This 


lasted from half past eight in the morning 
lill twelve. Tuesday, the coneourse of 
Jews was nearly as great as the day before 
and of christians. still greater. About 
three hundred tracts, at least,and upwards 
of thirty ‘Testaments, have been distribu- 
ted to Jews, and nearly two hundred ser- 
mons of the conversion of the Jews’ to 
christians—most of the respectable peeple 
in Posen sending for copies, amongst them 
also, the Arehbishop. As. our stock of 
sermons, therefore is quite exhausted, we 
would beg your entalonth to send us a 
fresh supply, as soon as possible, both of 
Mr Simeon’s and Mr Wilson’s. Amongst 
the sermons distributed,were nearly a hun- 
dred copies of one preached by Mr Cun- 
ningham, which we got from Mr. Ahl- 
green, the Treasurer of the bible society 
here Besides we would ask your exeel- 
leney to foward to us, whatever Testa- 

meuts and tracts happen to be in Berlin

MR. WOLF, AND MR. ENGLISH. 


Extract from a letter of a gentleman tra- 
velling in Palestine, to his brother in 
Cornwall. 

“On my return to Cairo from Upper 
Egypt, my apartment at Mr. Salt’s was 
oceupied by a Mr. Wolff, another travel- 
ler, but with a different object. He isa 
German, and a converted Jew, sent on this 
mission for the conversion of his qaondam 
brethren, by several English gentlemen. 
He is a young man, the son of a rabbi, is 
acquainied with the Persian and Arabie, 
and resided twu years at Rome in the es- 
fablishment of the propaganda; while 
there he had an audience with the Pope; 
was intimately acquainted with eardinal 
Litta, a letter from whom he has with him, 
written with affection and earnestness, on 
the subject of his protesting against the 
infallibility of the Pope, and inelining te 
protestantism, on aceount of which he was 
obliged te quit Rome. Afterwards he re- 
sided at Cambridge under the care of Mr. 
Simeon.—What in my opinion makes in 
his favour is, he became a Christian in 
Germany and not in England.—His mane 
ners are agreeable, but like all others en- 
gaged in this cause, perhaps rather enthu- 
siastic. He is, I believe. from all that ean 
be judged on so short an acquaintanee, a 
sincerely pious man Considering the de- 
lieate ground he here treads upon, he has 
met with more suecess than could have 
been anticipated. A number of the Jews 
among whom are a few of the chief, have 
accepted Testaments of him, and there is 
a general impulse excited among them. 


He once had fifty at a time in his chamber. 
The rabbi, rather alarmed at this has in- 





terfered a little, and is to have a dispute 
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with Mr. Wolff. We have made some 
visits together, with which I was Highly 
imterested. Osman Nourceddin, a Mus- 
sulman, who has travelled in European 
cooutries, received a Persian New Testa- 
ment and Buehanan’s Researches, and 
read them with great pleasure. Mahomed 
Effendi,a respectable and clever young 
Armenian, who has turned Mahomedan, 
and written an exposition of the Koran, 
is, engaged in a correspondence with him 
upon Christianity, and begins to see how 
that religion must affect the heart, and 
says, he reads the New ‘Testament in a bet- 
ter spirit than he ever did before. Mus- 
tapba Effendi, the master in Arabic of the 
celebrated Burchardt the traveller, wish- 
ei to know in what mauner the Jews 
would ‘be convineed, and was curious to 
read the New Testament. He wrote down 
the belief of the Mussulmans on the sub- 
jeet of Christ. Here then, a wide field of 
usefulness appears to open. But now, to 
come to my future prospects. Iam going 
next’ to Mount Sinai. Mr. Wolff, Mr. 
C. the servant of the former, and, mine, 
with the camel+driver, and eight camels, 
will forma tolerable party. Mr. Wolff, 
is so delighted to meet with any company, 
he is willing'to go wherever I do, so after 
taking a passage for Mr. ©, my compan- 
ion at Alexandria, he will accompany me 
through Palestine.” Col. Star.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


‘The Rev. John Campbell, under the di- 

rection and at the request of the Lendon 
Missionary Society, has performed a se- 
cond journey into the inierier of South 
Africa, and the result of his labours is 
just published in London, under the title of 
Travels in South Africa, in 2 vols. svo. 
700 pages, with a map and coloured prints. 
In this journey, * Mr. Campbell, aided by 
advantages which are out of the reach of 
uf ordinary investigators, has pushed his 
discoveries to a cousiderable distance be- 
yond his former extreme advance in his 
first journey; and added, something spe- 
cific, and by no means unimportant, to our 
knowledge of African geography and eci- 
vilization.” It oer that a resident 
Missionary in South Africa, of the name 
of Hamilton, accompanied Mr. C. in a part 
of the journey, and that in March, 1820, 
these two gentlemen, a Mr. and Mrs. 
Moffat, and the Hottentot drivers and at- 
tendants, reached Lattakoo Mueh in- 
formation respecting the customs and man- 
ners of South Africa, as well as their great 
need of Christian instruetion, are contain- 
ed in three volumes; and the friends of 
religion ought to rejeice that the dark 
places of the earth are exploring, under 
the patronage of such enlightened men as 
those who compose the London Missiona- 
ry Society. Some of the inhabitants were 
found not only in the most brutal igno- 
tance, but ina state bordering on starva- 
tion. Our readers have heretofore been 
made acquainted with some striking facts 
relating to the noted chief in South Africa, 
named Afrieaner, once a most barbarous 
and revengeful monster. but more recently 
believed to be a sincere convert to Christi- 
anity, and a meek disciple of Christ. We 
were much gratified in observing in Mr. 
Campbell’s Narrative, the following inte- 
resting account of this man. and the meek 
and devotional spirit which he manifested. 
On the Sth of July, Mr. Campbell return- 
ed to Lattakoo, accompanied by African 
er, formerly called * the old freebooter.” 
He had undertaken a five weeks journey 
with Mr. Moffat’s books and furniture 
from Namaqueland, where Mr. M. had 
previously resided as a missionary. When 
they reached the Kraal of Berend, a con- 
siderable number of people assembled in 
the evening to worship God. * Nu con- 
gregregation, (says Mr. Campbell,) could 
fave sat more still, both without and with- 
in the tent, though there was a cold wind 
blowing, accompanied with darkness, 
thunder, lightning and rain. 

“There was ene circumstance,” says 
Mr. C. “ in this meeting of a very affeet- 
ing nature. 1 saw before me, at this mo- 
ment, worshipping under the same tent,and 
reeeiving the glad tidings of the gospel 
with much feeling, the noted Afrieaner. 
and Berend the Griqua captain. ‘Till their 
conversion, they were murtal enemies to 
each other. Berend was brought to feel 
the power of Divine truth several years 
before Afrieaner.—When the Namaqua 

chief was converted, he sent a message te 
the Griqua chiefs, confessing the injuries 
. he had done them and soliciting them at 
the same time, to unite with him in pro- 


moting universal peace, and the improve- 
ment of the people.

“The subject of address was—‘ The 
invitatior of God to the ends of the earth 
to look to him and him alone for salvation.’ 
Berend, on this oceasion, engaged in pray- 
er and Africaner knelt at his side. ‘I'wen- 
ly four years before this time, they and 
their respective adherents fought for five 
days against each other on the banks of 
the Great Orange River. Africaner had 
now some intention of leaving the west 
side of Afriea, and taking up his residence 
in the vicinity of Berend, for the remain- 
der of his days.” 

Connected with the visit to the Griqua 
settlement at Campbell, is an extremely in- 
teresting biography of old Cornelius Kok, 
whose mild and liberal disposition has 
rendered him an object of attachment to all 
the various races by whom he is surround 
ed. An emphatie evidence of the good 
effects of African Missions is affurded by 
the fact, that the sons of this worthy man, 
though, when he lived further North than 
his present residence, he was constantly 
suffering from the depredations of the 
Bushmen, no sooner shifted bis dwelling 
to a country where the labours of the 
Missionaries had been exerted among 
these indefatigable plunderers, than he 
fuund his property perfectly secure.

Paris Church—In a letter from the 
Rev. John M’Farland to the Editor of the

M’Farland.) that the people of God feel, 
in a peculiar manner, their obligations to 
their Lord and Saviour ; and feel for those 
destitute of their inestimable privileges. I 
make this remark wishing that my breth- 
ren by it may profit the church of God.”

Extract of a Letter to a young Gentleman 
in Yale College. dated Tyringhum, Berk- 
shire Co. Mass. June 6, 1822. 


I will now endeavour to give you a slight 
sketch of that intelligence which you have 
so ardently desired to hear, presuming that 

ou will not at this time expect so particu- 
ar an account, as you will hereafter re- 
ceive. An unusual seriousness had per- 
vaded the town for some months, and the 
prospects for a harvest of souls which 
were sometimes flattering, at others almost 
excited despair. During the past winter 
an accession was made to the younger 
members of the church, by the employment 
of several pious school teachers in ditfer- 
ent parts of the town. But yet by the 
middle of March, nothing very decisive 
had occurred in the religious aspect of the 
town, 

‘Thursday, March 2t, two or three had 
obtained hopes, and the day was observed 
as a day of fasting and prayer. A visible 
change succeeded ;, and during the first 
week in April, about thirty individuals 
became subjects of the work. 

The work though still silently going on, 
has not been so powerful for a few weeks 
ee as at the beginning, and there have 

een some fears that the Lord would with- 
draw his Holy Spirit. Oh pray for us, 
that the Lord will earry on his work, al- 
though we are unworthy of so great a 
blessing 

‘Thursday, 30th of May, ten weeks from 
the former fast, was kept by the Soviety as 
a day of fasting humiliation and prayer. 
The assembly was divided into three elass- 
es, and met at three different places, viz. 
the church and congregation at the chureh; 
the young converis at the adjacent school 
house; and the anxious at the anxious 
chamber. On this day it was said that 
about eighty had obtained hopes since the 
first of March. ‘The revival has now con- 
tinued for about three moaths in this Su- 
eiety, which comprehends but a part of 
the southern half ef the tewn. It has 
just commenced in the nerthern part, 
where about 20 are now anxious. It has 
been very powerful, but we need the pray- 
ers of all religious friends. God grant 
that we may be humble aud faithful and, 
importunate in our addresses at the throne 
of grace.

Tue late anniversary of our Independence 
was celebrated in this place, on Thursday last, as 
it has been for some years past, by religious ex- 
ercises throtbe day. A Prayer Meeting was held 
in the Presbyterian church at sun-rise—a sermon 
was preached at 11 o’clock at the Old Episcopal 
Church, by the Rev. Mr. Wittiston, at which the 
military attended ; and another in the evening by 
the Rev. Mr. Portys, at the Methodist church.

The retusal of our Government 
to grant, what several European governments 
have granted, to the Bible Suciety, te privilege 
of transmitting Bibles free of duty ;—and the op- 
position of some of our leading Papers, and lead- 
ing characters to Foreign Missions, are al! events 
to be lamented and retormed. A mode of cele- 
bration which thus calls to our mind the recoi- 
lection of Divine mercies, and our sins, glorifies 
God, edifies Christians, and injures nobody— 
Other modes of celebration dishonor God, waste 
money, corrupt temperance, stain the character, 
injure health, and often destroy life—We are 
sorry to say that some if not all those evils were 
witnessed at the late celebraiion. So much cou- 
fusion and dissipation has not been known in our 
Borough for many years. During the firing in 
the morning, a young man by the name of Camp- 
bell, carelessly attempting to put in the carwidge 
before the gun had been swabbed, was so dread- 
fully lacerated by a premature explosion, that 
his life is dispaired of—this same person had 
been previously the subject of solemn warnings, 
and very remarkable providences.

May we not regard this event as a solemn warn- 
ing to mankind to pay more attention to the calls 
and warnings ofa holy Providence!
